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SUMMARY.  New  orders  for  manufactured  goods  in  April 
declined  $7.0  billion  or  3.6  percent  from  March  to 
$189.1  billion.  This  is  the  largest  decline  since  a 
3.9  percent  decrease  in  May  1980.  About  three-fourths 
of  the  April  decline  was  due  to  a  drop  in  the  defense 
capital  goods  category  which  had  shown  a  large  increase 
in  March. 

Shipments  of  manufactured  goods  in  April  declined 
$1.8  billion  or  0.9  percent  to  $186.7  billion,  the 
first  decline  since  a  1.0  percent  decrease  in  January. 
Widespread  declines  in  the  durable  goods  sector  totaled 
$2.0  billion  or  2.1  percent,  while  the  nondurable  goods 
industries  showed  offsetting  movements  resulting  in  a 
$0.2  billion  or  0.3  percent  increase. 

Manufacturers'  unfilled  orders  at  the  end  of  April 
were  valued  at  $350.8  billion,  up  $2.4  billion  or  0.7 
percent  from  March.  During  the  prior  12  months 
unfilled  orders  had  averaged  a  1.3  percent  increase  per 
month. 

The  book  value  of  manufacturers'  inventories 
increased  $3.1  billion  or  1.1  percent  in  April  to 
$270.4  billion.  During  the  last  3  months  inventories 
have  increased  nearly  $10  billion  after  remaining 
relatively  stable  through  1983  and  the  beginning  of 
1984.  The  inventory  to  shipments  ratio  in  April  moved 
up  to  1.45  from  1.42  in  March. 

NEW  ORDERS.  The  decrease  in  new  orders  in  April  was 
totally  attributable  to  the  durable  goods  sector  which 
showed  a  $7.2  billion  or  6.9  percent  decline  to  $97.6 
billion.  Excluding  the  decline  in  defense  capital 
goods,  durable  goods  orders  were  down  2.2  percent 
following  a  1.8  percent  decline  in  March. 

Within  the  major  industries,  transportation 
equipment,  electrical  machinery  and  nonelectrical 
machinery  all  showed  large  declines.  Transportation 
equipment  was  down  $4.7  billion  or  16.4  percent  to 
$23.8  billion;  about  three-fourths  of  the  decrease  was 
in  aircraft  and  one-fourth  in  motor  vehicles. 
Electrical  machinery  was  down  $2.1  billion  or  12.2 
percent  to  $14.8  billion,  with  virtually  all  categories 
declining.  Nonelectrical  machinery  was  down  $1.5 
billion  or  8.0  percent  to  $16.8  billion,  also  with 
virtually  all  categories  declining. 

The  only  significant  increase  was  in  primary 
metals  where  a  $0.5  billion  or  4.7  percent  gain 
followed  4  months  of  declines.  The  April  increase  was 
caused  mostly  by  the  nonferrous  category. 


New  orders  in  the  nondurable  goods  sector  showed  a 
slight  increase  in  April,  up  $0.2  billion  or  0.2 
percent  to  $91.5  billion. 

SHIPMENTS.  Over  half  of  the  decline  in  shipments  of 
durable  goods  in  April  came  from  the  transportation 
equipment  industries,  where  motor  vehicles  and  parts 
were  down  $1.3  billion  or  8.2  percent  to  $14.6  billion. 
This  is  the  third  consecutive  decline  in  motor  vehicles 
after  reaching  a  high  in  January  of  $16.8  billion. 
Electrical  machinery  shipments  were  down  $0.6  billion 
or  3.7  percent,  nonelectrical  down  $0.2  billion  or  1.2 
percent  and  primary  metals  down  $0.4  billion  or  3.2 
percent.  All  except  transportation  equipment  had 
increased  in  March. 

The  increase  in  shipments  of  nondurable  goods  of 
$0.2  billion  or  0.3  percent  resulted  from  offsetting 
movements  in  the  various  industries.  The  largest 
increases  were  in  chemicals,  paper,  printing  and  foods 
while  the  largest  decreases  were  in  tobacco,  apparel 
and  petroleum. 

UNFILLED  ORDERS.  Unfilled  orders  in  the  durable  goods 
sector  increased  $2.7  billion  or  0.8  percent  to  $340.0 
billion.  The  aircraft  and  parts  industry  accounted  for 
$2.0  billion  of  that  increase.  Of  the  $113.4  billion  of 
unfilled  orders  held  for  aircraft  and  parts,  58  percent 
is  for  defense  and  42  percent  for  commercial  or 
nondefense.  The  only  other  large  gain  in  unfilled 
orders  in  April  was  in  primary  metals  which  increased 
$0.7  billion  or  3.0  percent  to  $22.5  billion;  most  of 
this  was  caused  by  the  nonferrous  component  which  was 
up  6.3  percent  following  a  3.0  percent  decline  last
